$8,000,000,000 
Of $24,000,000,000 


Needed to June 30, 1919—Eight 


Billion Bonds Next Session. 


Washington. — The fourth 
Liberty 


bond act to provide for an additional 
$8,000,000,000 to carry on the war and 
extend credits to the allies was intro- 
duced in Hie house by Chairman Kitch- 
in of the Ways and Means Committee. 
It raises the total of bond authoriza- 
tions for war purposes to $22,000,000,- 
000. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 


Leffinsjwell appeared before the house 
Ways and Moans Committee on be- 
half of Secretary McAdoo to ask for 
the additional authorization of $8,000,- 
000.000 in Liberty bonds. 
The next 


bond issue, Mr. Lefnngwell indicated, 
would be $6,000,000.000 and the inter- 
est 4% per cent. 


He told the committee that this is- 


sue would carry the treasury well into 
the winter. 
Another bond issue, he 


said, would be made before the end of 
the fiscal year of 1919 if the war con- 
tinued. 


The new revenue bill upon which the 


committee is now working will raise 
another SS.000.000,000, thereby provid- 
ing for two-thirds of the total amount 
of 5:24,000.000.000. which Secretary Mc- 
A'loo asked Congress to raise for the 
fiscal yoar em1.in;: June 30. 1919.
